Daley’s delegation had been 
officially uncommitted to any 
presidential 
candidate;

Police reported several gun 
duels between Protestant and 
Catholic extremists in Belfast 
in addition to the other shoot­ 
ings during the night and ear­ 
ly morning hours. 
A spokesman for the Pro­ 
testant United Defense Asso­ 
ciation (UDA) said the obst­ 
ructions would remain per­ 
manently in four areas, but 
that the others would be tom 
down at the end of the week-

Belfast and the 
fourth in a provincial town he 
did not identify. 
Execution Slaying 
Police sources blamed most 
of the shootings on renegade 
s u p p o r t e r s of extremist 
groups, but said one of the 
killings bore the earmarks of 
a formal “execution.”

Needs Kidney Machine To Survive 
If Man Wins Divorce, 


His Wife Loses Life

Ann 
Viemes said Saturday if her 
husband divorces her, it w’ill 
mean her death. 
She is contesting the di­ 
vorce suit filed by her soldier 
husband because if the suit is 
granted she wiU lose her mi­ 
litary dependency and, with 
it, the free use of the kidney 
machine that is keeping her 
alive. 
The divorce suit was filed 
by 
Roger Lee Viemes, 
an 
Army enlisted man stationed 
at Ft. Carson, Colo. 
Mrs. Virnes’ attorney, Lar­ 
ry Hecox, filed an aftadavit 
last week with Judge William 
Calvert in which the woman, 
from Springfield, Tenn., said 
she is suffering from chronic 
kidney failure. 
M r s . Viemes 
said 
her 
status as a military depen­ 
dent keeps her alive through 
the free use of a machine 
that flushes her kidneys of 
deadly poisons several times 
a week. 


Treating severe kidney dis­ 
ease is expensive—the mach 
ine alone costs $23,000 annual­ 
ly. Mrs. Viemes is also open 
to a kidney transplant If a do­ 
nor can be found, at a cost of 


$ 10.000. 
“I’ll be damned if she’s 
going to be unhooked from 
that kidney machine—at least 
not until we get to the U.S. 
Supreme Court,” said Hecox, 
who is challening the con­ 
stitutionality of the law under 
which Viernes is seeking di­ 
vorce. 
Colorado 
statutes 
permit 
servicemen to file tor a di­ 
vorce after spending only 90 
days in the area and the di­ 
vorce itself can be final in 
another 90 days. 
Hecox said Calvert had ta­ 
ken the matter under advis­ 
ement and hoped for a ruling 
soon.

Drought, Frost, Labor Add 
To Upstate Farmer Gloom 


Progress-Builetfn, Pomona, California,, Sunday, July 2, 1972 


MODESTO (UP1) -San Ja- 
quin Valley farmers, a nor­ 
mally pessimistic lot despite 
a $?. billion annual harvest, 
have reason to be even gloo­ 
mier than usual this year. At 
least some of them do. 
Nature has not been kind to 
them, first, it was one of the 
driest winters in decades with 
dire 
predictions 
of 
water 
shortages this summer. 
Then came a severe March 
frost with crop damage esti­ 
mates running as high as $35 
million 
In 
Fresno 
County 
alone and $102 million state­ 
wide. 
The 
frost 
stnick 
in 
a 
crazvquilt 
pattern 
leaving 
s o m e 
growers 
untouched 
while others lost up to half 
and in some cases nearly ail 
their crop. 
Now, with the harvest of 
apricots in the northern part 
of the valley, there are indi­ 
cations farmers hit hardest 
by the cold snap face still 
a n o t h e r problem —labor 
shortages. 
Stanislaus County provides 
such a clue. The county’s $5 
million apricot industry, al­ 
ready reeling from two years 
of low prices, suffered a 30 
per cent loss overall during 
the freeze, but the crop loss 
hit unequally. Some growers 
escaped unscathed while oth­ 
ers lost up to 70 per cent of 
their crop. 
Brice Draper, a partner in 
t h e 
Campbell 
Ranch 
Co. 
which farms 220 acres of apr­ 
icots in the Patterson area, 
says pickers are avoiding the 
sparse fields. 
Much of the work in apr­ 
icots involves hauling buckets 
of ripe fruit down ladders, 
and workers find trees loaded 
writh fruit much more profi­ 
table on a piece-rate basis. 


“The pickers are choosy,” 
D r a p e r admits. “They’re 
p i c k i n g 
the 
better 
or­ 
chards.” 
On June 16, the California 
Farm Bureau issued a state­ 
ment calling the labor situa­ 
tion in the apricot harvest, 
which stretches from 
Yolo 
County 
down 
into 
Merced 
County, “critical” and said 
“sizeable portions” 
of 
the 
crop was being lost. 
Milton Levy, executive vice 
president of the 400-member 
Apricot Producers of Califor­ 
nia, 
later 
soft-pedaled 
the 
farm bureau claim and said 
that while none of the crop 
wras actually dropping to the 
ground, many orchards were 
being picked late resulting in 
overripe fruit, a lesser grade 
and lower prices. 
Halfway through the Patter­ 
son area pick, Draper said a 
survey of growers indicated 
they would have enough help 
to squeeze through the har­ 
vest although spotty orchards 
would have trouble. 
One problem mentioned by 
many apricot growers which 
p o r t e n d s for other crops 
throughout the summer har­ 
vest, is the apparent absence 
of many out-of-state migrant 
workers. Bill Chubbuck, di­ 
rector of the Modesto Rural 
Manpower Service Office for 
the 
California 
Human 
Re­ 
sources Development Agency, 
was one of the first to be­ 
come aware of the lack of 
migrants. 
“We usually get a large in­ 
flux from Texas, New Mexico 
and other southwest states, 
Chubbuck said. "This year 
they just stayed home.“ 
Why they are staying home, 
and in what numbers, is a 
m atter oi debate in the farm 
industry. 


Gordon Larkin, chief of the 
state Emergency Assistance 
Program Division, disagreed 
on the potential unemploy­ 
ment problem. 
Larkin reported the first 
week in June that nearly ev­ 
ery county affected by the 
freeze was short on labor. 


Whatever the situation, the 
presidential 
declaration, 
which would have provided 
unemployment 
compensation 
for farmworkers and $2,500 
“torgiveness” loans for gro­ 
wers, was not approved by 
the Nixon Administration. 


Although they failed to con­ 
vince 
the 
federal 
admin­ 
istration, valley farmer and 
worker interests 
apparently 
did convince some out-of-state 
migrants that little work was 
to be had in California this 
summer. 


Those questioned expressed 


confidence 
this 
“credibility 
gap” about the amount of 
W’ork available will decrease 
as migrants learn they are 
needed in San Joaquin Valley 
fields. 


To overcome the problem, 
the Growers Harvesting Com­ 
mittee 
of 
Modesto, 
repre­ 
s e n t i n g farmers in three 
counties, has been carrying 
advertisements in out-of-state 
newspapers telling of the val­ 
ley 
labor 
shortage. 
State 
agencies are also spreading 
the word that help is needed.

LOS ANGELES (U PI)-By 
this time of year at the Civic 
Center in Los Angeles, the an­ 
nual amount of rainfall aver­ 
ages 14.66 inches. 
Since June 31, 1971, to late 
this June, the amount has has 
been 7.13—less than half the 
norm. 
Those figures are roughly 
the same throughout southern 
California and they spell out 
one of the worst droughts in 
history. 
The same conditions spread 
through Arizona and New Me­ 
xico and —officially—this is 
the worst forest fire hazard 
year since records have been 
kept. 
Not only forests but agricul­ 
ture and cattle raising are in 
for one of the most severe 
summers in memory. 
At 
a 
time 
when 
there 
should be plenty of water and 
range feed for cattle, the sup­ 
ply is critically low. Ranchers 
are selling calves at half- 
w e i g h t and cutting back 
breeding herds as much as 
two thirds. 
Farmers in the great val­ 
leys of Central and Southern 
California have two things 
going for them that the rest 
o f t h e s o u t h w e s t does 
not—local water storage and 
water transportation systems 
for irrigation. 
The San Joaquin Valley is 
perhaps the largest 
single 
area of irrigated agriculture 
in the world and that is why 
its truck and fruit crops may 


survive despite drought and 
frost. 
The drought has cut into 
the water supplies of cities. 
Some, like Santa Fe, N.M., 
face harsh rationing perhaps 
by next month. Smaller com­ 
munities may have to have 
drinking water hauled in by 
truck. 
The shortage of water is 
due not only to the fact that 
virtually no rain has fallen in 
six months. It also is ac­ 
counted for by the fact that 
snowpacks in mountain areas 
ranged downward from 45 per 
cent of normal. 
The greatest worry of all is 
the danger of brush fires in 
the mountains and foothills in 
the months ahead. 
The year 1970 saw the lar­ 
gest series of fires in the his­ 
tory of the state of California. 
During a two week period in 
September and October some 
60 fires destroyed more than 
400,000 acres of watershed in 
Los Angeles, Orange, River­ 
side, San Bernardino and San 
Diego Counties. 
l ight hundred homes and 
200 other structures were des­ 
troyed and 16 persons were 
killed.

Over Lack of Rescue Funds

m ost priceless antiquities—the 
16 fabled tem ples of Philae. 
This shrine of antiquity dat­ 
ing back 2,400 years to the 
Ptolem ies 
and 
the 
C aesars 
stands on the partially sub­ 
m erged island of Philae in 
the Nile, which already has 
begun its work of destruction. 
Every day the river rises 
and tails some 20 feet, and 
the resulting erosion eventual­ 
ly will cut into the buildings 
I ke a knife, reducing them to 
ruins. 
The plan is to shift the tem ­ 
ples block by blot k to a near­ 
by island but as yet the move 
is only on paper. 
“ It is terrible that nothing 
is being done.” said Kamal 
Mallakh. a leading Egyptian 
archaeologist. 
“ Every 
day 
w asted is a great loss, p ar­ 
ticularly when it is going to 
take seven or emht years to 
com plete the rem oval.” 
The Greek historian Hero- 
d o t u s 
coined 
the 
phrase 
“ P earl of E gypt" for Philae. 
Poised on the edge of the As­ 
wan D esert about five miles 
upstream from Aswan, it is 
the 
last 
stop 
in 
Egyptian 
Nubia, unequalled in beauty 
escept for Abu Simbel. 


Ph.lae 
boasts 
the 
great 
Tem ple of Isis, the universal 
goddess whose cult in Roman 
tim es spread far beyond E g­ 
ypt. To the east lies T ra ja n ’s 
celebrated kiosk from which 
an avenue of sphinxes leads 
to the fam ous gate of H adrian 
with its chapels and three co­ 
lonnades. 
The island m onum ents re­ 
call the influence of Greco- 
Roman architecture and form 
a unique ensem ble in Egyp­ 
tian art. 
The first threat to Philae 
cam t back in 1902 when the 
first 
Aswan 
Dam w as con­ 
structed. The result then was 
that the island and its monu­ 
m ents 
w ere 
alm ost 
totally 
-ubm erged trv nine months of 
the year. 
ttiien the w aters drooped 
the blue and white paintings 
that form erly adorned the ca­

As a result of this Soviet- 
Egyptian venture,

In May, 1968, the Egyptian

The case for fun wheels 
is overw helm ing. If you have 
to have wheels to get back 
and forth to work, they might 
iust as well be wheels that 
you can cam p in, have pic­ 
nics in, or go aw ay on for 
weekends. If there a re any 
disadvantages, the one about 
not being able to go from 0 to 
60 m .p.h. in 10 seconds just 
doesn’t seem 
to be 
a 
dis­ 
advantage a t all. 
As 
to cost, there a re op­ 
tions. If you have $5,000 or so 
to spend, you can order a 
com pletely converted van off 
the showroom floor. 
If you 
don’t there are. basically, two 
options open. You can try to 
find a used rig — and they’re 
hard to com e by, because if 
their ow ners are happy w ith 
them , they’re not on the m a r­ 
ket — or buy a van and con­ 
vert it yourself. 


Two More Ways To Go 
If 
you 
go for the 
latter 
course, 
you 
still 
have 
two 
w ays to go. You can buy a 
new van, stripped, and fix it 
up yourself — but with heavy- 
duty options and 
a ir 
con- ! 
ditioning, you’ll still be going 
for som ething like $4,000 or 
more. The second part of the 
option is to buy a used van 
with its inodes absolutely em ­ 
pty. 
W hichever way you go, the 
procedure trom here on out 
will 
be 
virtually 
identical. 
The m ain difference is that 
the cost of a u^ed van will 
var> — around $1,000 for a 
fir-t-generation van with the 
engine 
between 
the 
front 
seats to $2,000 or so for a sec­ 
ond-generation van with the 
engine far enough forw ard so 
that you can get trom front to 
re a r without clim bing over an 
engine enclosure. 


$1,000 Sufficient 
In each case, you’re balanc­ 
ing convenience and condition 
against age and m ileage. But 
the im portant thing is that 
you can get into a van 
in 
reasonable 
decent 
condition 
lor around $1,000 
A couple of caveat* here: 
Make sure you have respec­ 
table horsepower in case you 
wnat 
to 
put 
in 
a ir 
con­ 
ditioning later and w ant de­ 
cent pickup now. Also check 
the body for rust spots; once 
you have a conversion you 
can live with, you can keep 
putting in new or rebuilt eng- | 
ines as long as you’re happy 
with what you have. Don’t let 
a rusted-out body sour you on 
the deal. 
My first conversion was a 
1961 Econoline with the eng­ 
ine betw een the front seats 
At the tim e, such vans were 
the only gam e in town, and I 
researched the best thinking 
of the tim e. But I still m a­ 
naged to m ake two m istakes 
rirs t, 
I didn’t allow for 
a 
propane furnace and, second, 
I put in a dinette where the 
double-bed would be. 


Bed Always Useful 


Without a furnace, you can 
just about cut your potential 
use of the 
van in half. 
A 


capability of going aw ay in 
the sum m er only is no capa­ 
bility at all. Second, the di­ 
nette that is draw n into just 
about every factory plan isn’t 
really necessary. A bed can 
be used 24 hours a day; so­ 
mebody inevitably w ants to 
sack out for a nap. But you 
can alw ays eat from a card 
table or a TV dinner tray. 
The second van conversion 
was a 1969 Econoline — the 
kind with the drive train con­ 
siderably off center 
to 
the 
right. That proved to be an 
advantage, becuase 
I 
could 
build in a well in the floor 18 
inches wide, 54 inches long, 
and 14 inches deep. 
That m eant a person five- 
foot-five could stand up with­ 
out 
altering 
the 
roof 
line, 
which is nice if you like to 
park overnight in a garage, 
there is still plenty of road 
clearance. The m ost difficult 
job I had in th at regard was 
finding a w elder m ore inter­ 
ested in m eeting a challenge 
than finding reasons why it 
couldn’t be done. 


W elder Interested 


Mine really threw him self 
into the job — partly. I sus­ 
pect, because he w as a cam ­ 
per him self, and hadn’t had a 
challenge like this before. He 
first cut out a hole in the 


floor, and then fabricated a 
box of 1 s-inch sheet steel to 
fit it. 
In cutting the hole, we had 
to cut out m ost of the center 
lateral 
chassis 
m em ber 
on 
the left side. That m em ber 
holds the splined section of 
the drive shaft. We com pen­ 
sated for that loss of support 
by welding a length of chan­ 
nel iron to the crossbeam s on 
the two ends of the hole. On 
top of that, we welded the 
steel box to the channel iron 
for its full length, so the drive 
shaft probably has at least as 
much support as the day it 
left the factory. 
(I say “ w e.” Figuring that 
tim e was money, I showed up 
at the w elder’s shop in my 
work clothes, ready to hand 
him tools and do other flunky 
work. It paid off, and it was 
fun besides.) 
Biggest Headache 
T h e 
biggest 
m echanical 
problem was the hand-brake 
cables. 
We 
rerouted 
them 
around the side of the box; at 
the 
rear, 
they 
now 
snake 
around a couple of 
forged- 
steel pulleys near where they 
go into their cable enclosures. 
The front end was no prob­ 
lem, and we had only to leng­ 
then one of the cables one inch

The first construction job 
was to lay a subfloor

padding on the steel floor, 
rhen came the frame which 
supported the bed and. inci­ 
dentally. served as tracks for 
the three drawers under the 
bed.

Carpeting Next

2 Scientists 


Recycling 


Sewage Waste 


TIBURON, California (UP1) 
—Two scientists say they have 
founda way to purify sewage 
so the water is fit to drink 
and the waste can be used to 
grow high protein food. It 
could put them on their way 
to a fortune. 
The project of recycling 
what the two call a “valuable 
resource” began a couple of 
years ago and has its results 
in a new sewage treatment 
plant for this San Francisco 
Bay community of 10,000 peo­ 
ple. 
The breakthrough treatment 
method has sparked interest 
m several small cities of the 
nation, though its developers 
say It is just as practical and 
cheap for a major metropolis 
or even an office building 
with 5.000 workers. 
Briton John R. Hulls and 
his father-in-law, 
Keith 
A . 
Cooke, developed the method 
by using genetically-altered 
algae, a low form of plant 
life. 
The 
bearded, 
long-haired 
Hulls, 24, is reluctant to talk 
about specifics because 40 pa­ 
tents are pending and he and 
Cooke want to make a profit. 
The system works by grow­ 
ing algae at extremely high 
density in a controlled envi­ 
ronment. The algae eat the 
nutrients in the sewage and 
at the same time release ox­ 
ygen. 
It is done by cascading 
sewage water through tiers of 
small tanks seeded with one- 
celled algae. This allows the 
algae to grow and multiply on 
the sewage diet and then the 
algae and water are sepa­ 
rated In a centrifuge. 
Electronic monitors keep a 
constant check on the quant­ 
ity of oxygen, phosphates, nit­ 
rates and other effluent in the 
water. Analyses over several 
weeks 
have 
shown 
water 
quality after treatment is well 
within federal state certifica­ 
tion standards. 
Chlorine is added to the wa­ 
ter after treatment to make it 
fit for drinking. The algae 
can be harvested and sold for 
use as animal feed, fertilizer 
or protem and fats for adding 
to foods 
for 
human 
con­ 
sumption. 
Hulls said the method can 
be added to existing treat­ 
ment facilities with no major 
modifications to the original 
plant. For a city of 10,000 per­ 
sons, the treatment gear can 
fit in a building of about 2.200 
square feet, much less than 
required for other existing 
systems. 
Sanitary engineering “has 
been in the dark ages.” Hulls 
said. “Everyone wants to for­ 
get when they flush the toilet. 
But it should not be forgotten 
because it’s a valuable re­ 
source.” 
Hulls said he finally hit on 
algae as the answer to the 
problem “more out of pure 
laziness because 
I couldn't 
find any other way to do it.“ 
The Tiburon plant will be 
able to handle 800,000 gallons 
a day on a regular basis, with 
peaks of 2.2 million gallons 
during heavy rainstorms. 
Householders will pay about 
$15 more per year to meet 
the cost. The algae produced 
can be sold for about $160- 
$180 a ton.

On July 3 
we went to Amsterdam v here I becam e ill and was taken to 
h e Queen Wilhelmina Hospital. There, X-rays were taken and 
h e orthopedic surgeon said we must return home immediate- 
y . I had to rest for four days and then we used our Eurail- 
>asses to Frankfurt as Trans-Anierican Airlines does not fly to 
or fiom Amsterdam. 
We got tc use our passes only four days out of two months 
and at $40C it was very expensive. 
Upon our return horie I wrote to the French National Rail- 
’oaris, the company that sells the nasses, and was told that its 
panager was sorry to hear that I had to cut my trip to 
Europe short due to illness. 
“ If you will send us your Eurailpass, the hospital receipts in 
Europe, the doctor’s certificate, and the stubs of your air 
ickets, we will process your pass for whatever refund is due 
'O U ." 


We sent our EuraJtpassei as per the request. Once it got our 
>asses we never heard from the company again. We sent the 
»asses, a copy of the letter iroin the hospital and a copy of 
>ur plane tickef stuos showing whon we had returned. 
I hope you can nelp us get back our refunds. Mrs. J.S.,

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Home Appliances 
In Lifespan Study 


Some day in the future, alter your present refri­ 
gerator has wont out, you may find yourself going 
to a store — not to buy a new refrigerator — but to 
buy “10 years worth of home food refrigeration.** 
Through purchasing a particular function for a 
certain length of time, instead of buying the produel 
itself, both the consumer and the manufacturer may 
profit in the long run. 
However, such policy alternatives cannot be sen­ 
sibly chosen until the basic data are gathered, ac­ 
cording to a Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
research team. 
To help supply answers, the MIT team is launch­ 
ing a two-year study aimed at improving the serv­ 
icing, reliability and maintenance of consumer du­ 
rables: refrigerators, washers, driers, TV sets, po­ 
wer mowers, etc., that do so much of our society’s 
work — when they work. 
The study is funded through 2974 b\ a National 
Science Foundation grant. Principal investigator is 
Dr. J 
Herbert Holloman, a former secretary of 
commerce. 
“The service sector of the economy has received 
little attention and study as it relates to over-all 
productivity,” he notes. “Vet what figures we do 
have indicate it is an important part of the economy 
as a whole. 
“For example, in 7969 the Department of Com­ 
merce estimated that there were more than 70 mil­ 
lion service calls on some 235 million major ap­ 
pliances in ahout 60 million households.” 
The life-cycle of a product has three basic stages: 
design, production, manufacture and sale; use and 
maintenance; disposal and waste. Some statistics 
are available for each of these stages, but there are 
no data that interrelate the total lif e-cycle of the 
products, thus offering an accurate idea of their 
true social cost 
The aim of the MIT study, according to Hollornon. 
Is to provide the basis tor exploring in the future 
»'educing service costs in terms of a product’s entire 
Ilf e-cycle. 
“This is certainh no Nader-tvpe of investigation, 
but rather a first attempt to come to grips in a 
i-omprehensive wav with a problem of growing di­ 
mensions,’’ he says. “Consumers often blame manu- 
tacturers unfairly for service and maintenance prob­ 
lems, arid industry' faces increasing and costly liti­ 
gation as consumer act whists press demands for 
post-purchase responsibility. At the same time, 
there are legitimate social questions regarding the 
aesign of products that result in the large use of 
scarce material resources and the products of solid 
waste.” 
Caught In the crunch of rising pri(>es, today’s con­ 
sumer is most concerned about the reliability* of the 
products for which he spends his hard-earned mo- 
Q0V« 
Although there hasn't been much talk about built- 
in obsolescence in recent years, consumers remain 
suspicious. 
Too often supposedly long-use products give out 
,1ust after their guarantee. And it is with annoying 
frequency that service is intolerably bad. Worse 
still, it often seems as if there is just nothing the 
consumer can do to improve his lot. 
There mast be a better way . and the pun#)se of 
the MIT study is to find it. 


Congress Will Get at 
Least 100 New Faces 


The face of Congress is in continuous chanse and 
T9T- will have a lot ot \\ ashington watchers wonder­ 
ing more than usual what — or who — they are 
looking at. 
Before anyone goes to the polls to elect or defeat 
members of the U.S. Senate and House the estimate 
by U.S. New > and VAorld Report is that about 100 
changes will be made Among the changes will he 
some of the more senior members of Congress. 
Younger members are giving up, too, although 
Usually lor diliei*ent reasons. Two first term con­ 
gressmen, a Democrat and a Republican say they 
am quitting. The two are Representative William P, 
; Curlin, Jr., 39, a Democrat from Kentucky and Rep- 
i resentative John H. Terry, 47, a Republican from 
i New York. 
Congressman Terry said it just costs too much to 
* keep a house in Washington, IXC. and in New York 
! and to go home weekly to meet with the people in 
his district. “Added to this." he said, “is another 
s campaign this year which we all know is a most 
! expensive operation to conduct.' 
Congressman Curlin said, “I found my family life 
had been drastically' changed by my weekly absence 
attending Congress and the constant demands on 
j my time when 1 was back in Kentucky.” He added 
that Frankfort, Kentucky* “is certainly' a more com- 
* fortable place to live and raise a family than a city 
like Washington. l‘m going to he a fwintry lioy 
again.** 
The two most mentioned reasons for members of 
Congress retiring are pensions and campaign costs. 
On the pension front a Congressman is paid $12,- 
500 a year plus v arious prerequisites. Alter 20 years 
serv ic e a Congressman can retire* and collect 50 per 
cent of his salary, or $21,250- 
The campaign problem is a never ending one and 
changes in congressional districts due to the last 
census have created election problems for quite a 
few members, some of whom have decided to retire 
rather than fight a costly, risky re-election cam­ 
paign. 
So the odds are the new members of the Congress 
will be a few years younger, on ’he average. About 
25 Congressmen and five Senators are retiring, 10 
Congressmen are running Pa the S e n a t e and four 
others have lake« position- with the Ulministration, 
U.S. News states. 
So the new look will show the House w ith a I »out 25 
per cent new faces and the Senate w ith a i e n i h of 
its faces changed. 


One of the hern^ons of mov­ 
ing from a big city to the hin­ 
terlands is that you redisco­ 
ver the beauty of the sky. 
The sky, for the benefit of 
those urbuanites who rarely if 
ever can see it through the 
*mog, is that part o! the up­ 
per atmosphere which you 
see, or at least ought to be 
able to see. w*hen you look 
up. 
Peonie w*ho live in towr,-and- 
countrv America can eniov 
often the dazzling spectacle of 
a blue canopy specked out 
with puffs or streaks of white 
cloud. 
The precise shade of blue 
varies with the season, the 
time of day, and the weather. 
The poets’ favorite woi’d for 
the sky’s color is “ azure.” I 
doubt if any technical term 
from the lexicon of artificial 
pigmentation can do justice to 
the reality, so 1 prefer the 
old, question-begging descrip­ 
tion, “sky-blue.” 
It’s a blue unlike any other 
blue, and you can stare at it 
for an hour and still be en­ 
chanted by it. 
A >ohd blue sky is lovely 
enough. But 
beauty is vas­ 
tly enhanced by the kind of 
color contrast provided on a 
summer afternoon by pufly 
b a n k s of 
white 
cumulus 
clouds. 
F.ven more striking —and 
this fact demonstrates that 
man’s touch is not always 
and necessarily vile —are the 
white creaks which high-fly­ 
ing 
jet planes create 
with 
their contrails. They are like 
chalkmnrks on a blue-board, 
and the --peed 
with which 
they dissipate into wavy un­ 
certainty is part of their spe 
cial charm. 
Scientists say the blue our 
vision seems to perceive in 
the sky is a function of the 
vast depth of the upper at­ 
mosphere (when 
it 
is 
not 
blacked out by low-hovering 
s m o g ) . This explanation, 
w h i l e 
doubtless 
correct, 
leaves 
me 
wondering 
why 
anybody feels impelled to ex­ 
plain rather than simply en­ 
joy a blue sky. 
In the same vein, clouds 
can be delmed as bodies of 
very fine droplets of water or 
panicles of ice dispersed in 
the atmosphere at altitude1 
ranging from a few hundred 
feet to several miles. But who 
in his right mind wants to de­ 
fine a cloud The only decent 
thing to do with a cloud is 
look at it and try to think who 
or what ft resembles 
This paean has been con­ 
cerned thus far with the sky 
by day. The night tkv some­ 
times 
is even 
lovelier. 
If 
there is a full or half moon, it 
is irradiated with soft white 
light which hides any ugliness 
that may mar the landscape 
as effectively as a blanket of 
snow in winter. Moonlight, 
when 
very 
bright, 
cause- 
trees and shrubs to cast a 
pale 
hadow 
Usually 
it 
ins? 
turns 
them 
into -il 
houettes against the sky 
When there is little or no 
moon, -tars bedeck the dark 
blue bowl of the heavenly he­ 
misphere, sparkling like tiny 
diamonds set in a gigantic 
sapphire. Some people derive 
pleasure from identifying the 
various planets, 
stars 
and 
constellations. I admire but 
do not envy their expertise. 
My own familiarity with the 
names of the stars has long 
since atrophied to the point 
where I can speak confidently 
only of Onon, the Big Dipper 
and the North Star.

'torv and deiended Dzu, His 
old friend. President Thieu. 
put 
him 
through 
a 
quick 
whitewash and rewarded him 
with a third star. Dzu’s top 
American adviser, the late, 
brave John Paul Vann, also 
praised Dzu. 
Vann claimed 
there 
wa^ 
“no information available to 
me that in any shape, manner 
or fashion would substantiate 
the charges.” No less than 
General 
Creighton 
Abrams, 
the 
American 
commander 
told Vann that he, too. had 
“no evidence available ” 
We responded by quoting 
from memos right out of the 
Army Criminal Investigating 
Division, telling of Dzu’s he­ 
roin dealing. 
Now- we have obtained ano­ 
ther classified memo on the 
subiect 
from 
^bram«’ own 
files. A “Confidential Memo 
randum for Record.” dated 
June 10. 1971, and signed by 
Public Safety Director Mich­ 
ael McCann, describes Dzu’» 
illicit operations.

Chanh is known to Cholon’s 
polyglot dope traders more 
colorfully as “ Red Nose," He 
regularly flies from Saigon 
via Air Vietnam to Qui Nhon, 
the home of Dzu’s father 
When the regular airline is 
booked 
up, 
he 
sometimes 
makes the trip in “General 
Dzu’s private aircraft,” states 
the memo. 
The accommodating general 
has his own police meet the 
Chalon narcotics magnate at 
Qui Nhon airport Then, says 
the memo, “Mr. Chanh , . , is 
allegedly escorted by General 
Dm’i lather where he turns 
over kilogram quantities of 
heroin for U S. currencv 


On Chanh’s return to Sai­ 
gon, the thoughtful General 
Dzu also has an escon wait­ 
ing at Tanshonhut airport to 
take 
the 
narcotics 
dealer 
hack 
to nearby Cholon 
in 
style 
This otticial protection, of 
course, hasn’t gone unnoticed 
by the Vietnamese National 
Police. Therefore, notes the 
memo, the 
National 
Police 
“are atraid to either report or 
investigate these alleged vio­ 
lations fearing that they will 
only be made a scapegoat 
should they act." 
The same General Ahrams, 
w*ho protected Dzu from a 
dope scandal, has now been 
named Army Chief of Staff. 
As for Dzu, he was finally 
fired for ineompetency after 
the North Vietnamese inva­ 
ders made a shambles of his 
defense.

Other classified 
documents in the files of Gen­

Government Discrimination 
The Nixon 
Administration 
has

lengths to roscue Lockheed, 
B o e t n g , the Pennsylvania 
Railroad and other giant cor­

T h e 
same 
administration, 
however, tried 
to withhold 
emergency food funds from a 
f e w 
pitiful 
employees 
in 
Washington state who have 
been thrown out of work. 
Washington’s unemployment 
rate ran as high as 12 per 
cent in 
1971. 
Some 60,000 
people w*ere thrown into the 
streets when business ran low 
at the huge Boeing plant In 
Seattle. 
The situation, moreover, is 
getting worse. Many of the 
jobless 
are 
w*ell 
educated 
scientists 
and 
researchers. 
They can’t qualify for welfare 
grants, and their unemploy­ 
ment compensation is running 
low. 
So far. the state has been 
rescued from starvation by * 


group of c h u r c h officials, 
called “Neighbors in Need,” 
w*ho set up 32 free food banks 
across the state. The problem 
now is that they’re running 
short of food. 
the program. They have, con 
For a year. Sen. Warren 
Magnuson, D-Wash., has been 
trying to get the federal gov­ 
ernment to help through its 
“ Emergency Food and Medic­ 
al Services Program.” The 
trouble is, the Nixon Admin­ 
istration wants to phase out 
the program. They have, con­ 
sequently, resisted all efforts 
to fund it. 
Senator Magnuson has final­ 
ly twisted enough arms to get 
the emergency food program 
reactivated. Any time now, 
“ Neighbors in Need” should 
be receiving some federal mo­ 
ney*. But it has been a long 
year for the jobless of Wash­ 
ington state. 


Medicating Miseries 
The Congressional seniority 
system has put some of the 
most decrepit men in Wash­ 
ington into some of the ra ­ 
tion’s most powerful positions. 
One marvels at how long thev 
hang on. One of the reasons 
lies in an obscure suite of 
rooms inside the Capitol. 
The suite is formally known 
as the office of the attending 
physician. But it is no mere 
doctor’s office. It has 
six 
rooms and an impressive var­ 
iety of medical equipment, in­ 
cluding oxygen tanks, whirl­ 
pool 
baths 
and 
an 
elec­ 
trocardiograph. Three doctors 
are on hand to treat 
the 
aches and medicate the mi­ 
series nf the venerable gaf­ 
fers wlio control Congress., 
With men like Louisiana’s 
Allen Ellender in charge of 
Senate Appropriations at age 
91 and Louisiana’s Eddie He­ 
bert running House Armed 
Services 
at 
71, 
the 
con­ 
gressional physicians have to 
prepare for emergencies. Ac­ 
cordingly, stretchers and re* 
suscitators are kept at the 
ready. And a sleek ambu­ 
lance is on call in the Senate 
garage. 
This miniature clinic has 
done a remarkable iob keeping 
the peaked potentates of Capi­ 
tol Hill alive. Unfortunately, 
however, it has been less suc- 
c e s s f u 1 in keeping them 
awake 


President Nixon, by his an­ 
nouncement 
that 
American 
troops in Vietnam will have 
been reduced to 39,000 by 
Sept. I, makes good his pro­ 
mise of July 1969 that he 
would steadily pull out our 
forces from tndo-China. When 
h e 
c a m e 
into office 
in 
January 1969, there were ap­ 
proximately 540,000 American 
servicemen in Southeast Asia 
— the largest number that 
had been there since the war 
began. 
The withdrawal program is 
a demonstration to the entire 
world that the United States 
mean«; to reduce the nature ot 
its participation in the war as 
it renders help to the South 
Vietnamese 
government 
in 
building up self-defense. 


Intention Declared 
The United States has de­ 
clared that its intention is "to 
withdraw all forces once a 
n e g o t i a t e d settlement is 
reached.” But there will not 
be a total withdrawal until all 
prisoners of war are released 
and those missing in action 
have been accounted for. 
The American government is 
disappointed that it has not 
had more cooperation from 
other governments 
in 
per­ 
suading the North Vietnamese 
to enter seriously into peace 
negotiations. But the belief is 
prevalent that both Moscow 
and Peking will be more ac 
tive in pressing for a settle­ 
ment as American troops are 
pulled out. The response to a 
refusal by Hanoi to make 
peace will be a continuance of 
t h e 
bombings 
and 
inter­ 
ference with the flow* of sup­ 
plies to North Vietnam. A 
considerable number of our 
naval vessels are in the vicin­ 
ity, and plenty of American 
airpower is bein? provided to 
keep pounding away at key 
*pots in North Vietnam until 
there are signs that a cease­ 
fire will be accepted by Hanoi 
and the war really 
termi­ 
nated. 
The United States is an­ 
xious that there be meaning­ 
ful negotiations and that there 
be a cease-fire. It is taken tor 
granted here that South Viet­ 
nam, North Vietnam and the 
Viet Cong will have to find 
some basis for agreement on 
the form of government which 
will emerge after a tieaty is 
signed. But the United Siite^ 
is expected to stand firmly 
behind South Vietnam in the 
demand that its right of »elt- 
determination shall be pre- 
erved. 


While outwardly the govern­ 
ments in Peking and Moscow 
have 
not 
shown 
signs 
of 
exerting pressure on Hanoi, 
there has been some evidence 
of a renewed interest in the 
Paris parleys and a desire to 
find a W'ay to atop the war. 
The 
President 
also 
pro­ 
claimed that draftees no long­ 
er will be sent to Vietnam un- 
Jess they volunteer, though 
the 4,000 cutrently there will 
stay until their duty is com­ 
pleted. Thus, for all practical 
purposes, young men being 
drafted now and in the future 
are 
assui'ed 
that 
military 
service will not involve assign­ 
ment to Indo-China except on 
a voluntary basis. 
Undoubtedly 
the 
North 
Vietnamese have been assum­ 
ing that, because 1972 is an 
election year in the United 
States, they could prolong the 
w*ar and get a better deal. 
They had no idea Mr. Nixon 
would respond as he has to 
their 
m a s s i v e 
oftensive 
against South Vietnam. But 
the President will continue to 
order bombardment of ports 
and key supply centers with 
air power il the North Vietna­ 
mese keep on trying to take 
advantaae of the fact that 
American combat troops have 
been pulled out and the South 
Vietnamese are left to carry 
on the ground lighting. 
But 
with 
practically 
all 
American forces 
withdrawn 
from Vietnam and draft calls 
substantially reduced. 
Viet­ 
nam will cease to be the poli­ 
tical issue that it has been in 
the past. It can hardly have 
the effect in the campaign 
that it would have had if 
large numbers of troops were 
still in Indo-China and man\ 
y o u n g 
men 
were 
being 
drafted for service in Vietnam. 
President 
Nixon 
is 
con­ 
vinced that the United States 
must not abandon the South 
Vietnamese, and he has given 
every* indication that we will 
not desert the country for 
which Americans have made 
so many sacrifices. It appe ar», 
then fore, 
that 
Hanoi 
has 
nothing to eain by continuing 
the war and inviting more air 
attacks on the all-important 
supply 
lines which already 
have been seriously disrupted. 
So it does look as if the 
Vietnam war may have to 
come to an end for practical 
tea ors sometime in the next 
six month', and North and 
South Vietnam will find them­ 
selves compelled to think in 
terms ot reconstruct*» after 
'O many year* of war.

And so on, as it were, with a hundred luverly drawing room 
comedies that have titillated theater audiences for the past 20 
years. For most of them It Is a world they never made or even 
dreamed existed. Which Is what makes it all so delicious! 
I love Noel Coward and all the other playwrights who have 
created for us a fairyland of terribly correct chaps and girls 
confronted with stem crises — Will my hairdo last the even­ 
ing?

Nurse Opens Own Practice

year ago a nurse hung a 
shingle on a lamp post out­ 
side a two-story structure in a 
residential section of College 
Park. Md. 
The shingle said; M. Lucille 
Kinlein, R.N. 
To the best of anyone’s 
; knowledge, that act marked 
the first time a nurse opened 
an office — .lust the way doc­ 
tors, lawyers, architects and 
others in the professions do. 
The shingle announced to pas- 
sersby that for a fee a profes­ 
sional nurse inside would help 
to coordinate health care. 
Miss Kinlein, an assistant 
* professor at Georgetown Uni­ 
versity School of Nursing and 
in the 5th year of her nur­ 
sing cateer, is an independent 
nurse practitioner. Her serv­ 
ice is a customized one, em­ 
bracing health education and 
preventive medicine, as well 
as 
coordination 
of 
health 
care. 
In an interview while in 
New York to participate in a 
National League for Nursing 
conference. Miss Kinlein de- 
• scribed herself “ as a know­ 
ledgeable person to whom a 
client may turn to discuss a 
health problem —assured of 
hearing all the options.” 
Her ultimate aim is to help 
improve health care for the 
people in the middle —“ those 
, who pay for everything and 
are so lost in the health care 
system.” 
She has already been con­ 
tacted by the Department of 
' Health, Education and Wel- 
# fare to report on her practice. 
’ She has been told that a na­ 
tional program such as hers 
! would give the consumer of 
health care someone to repre- 
1 sent him. 
• 
“ I am not out to threaten 
the 
doctor,” 
Miss 
Kinlein 
said. "1 am not practicing 
* medicine. But if I have to 
1 make a choice for my client’s 
* welfare, my choice is the 
- client and not the physician.” 
Miss Kinlein now has 60 
clients. She said many nurses 
and even doctors who learn 
. about her practice see it as

helping the client to better 
medical care. 
“ 1 am the champion of the 
client,” she said. 
Miss Kinlein waited over a 
month after hanging out her 
shingle. Friends in the profes­ 
sion started to worry. After 
the first month, no one had 
tapped on the door of the 
nurse 
practitioner. 
But bv 
Aug. 20, she had one client. 
Having 60 at the end of the 
first 
year has proved her 
hunch: there is a need for in 
dependent nurse practitioners. 
“ Some lawyers don't have 
more than one or two clients 
by the end of their first 
year,” she said. 
When nurses, doctors or or­ 
dinary persons ask Miss Kin­ 
lein what she does, she an­ 
swers: 
“ I practice nursing.” 
“ People 
make 
decisions 
about health every dav on the 
basis of knowledge they pos­ 
sess, whether it is valid or 
complete, or invalid and in­ 
complete.” Miss Kinlein satd. 
“ 
S u c h 
decision-making 
might revolve around such 
points 
as 
—am 
1 
getting 
enough exercise? Am I eating 
the proper quantity and qual­ 
ity of food? Do 1 get enough 
rest? Do I need more leisure? 
Should I seek medical advice 
on a particular problem? 
“ Often these are lonely de­ 
cisions; the individual must 
make them on his own. Fur­ 
thermore, he manifests his 
knowledge or lack of it by his 
specific practices in regard to 
his own health on a daily 
basis.” 
Miss Kinlein does not wear 
a uniform. “ What I do is 
more important than w'hat 1 
wear." she said. 
Her first house call was to 
a woman, 90. The woman’s 
daughter called to ask for 
help, saying no doctor would 
come to see her mother. The 
independent 
nurse 
prac­ 
titioner checked the woman’s 
heart, lungs, took her blood 
pressure and established that 
an appraisal by a doctor was 
needed. She was able to get a 
doctor to come to the house. 
More complicated was the 
case of the young lady seen 
in the office. She had had 
open heart surgery and had 
been seeing several kinds of 
doctors for various conditions. 
She told Miss Kinlein: 
“ No one will listen to me; 
they talk to me like I am a 
two-year-old child and never 
once ask me—what do you 
think? They move me around. 
I feel like a chess piece.” 
Miss Kinlein said she lis­ 
tened to the young lady for 
two hours. Then she asked 
about medication. They young 
lady pulled three filled pres­ 
criptions, from three different 
doctors from her purse. 


She didn’t know which one 
to take first. Each one was 
for Codeine. “ If she had ta­ 
ken the medicine as directed 
by three different doctors,” 
Miss Kinlein said, “ she would 
have killed herself.” 
Often a client asks if it is 
okay to tell a doctor that he 
or she has consulted with the 
independent 
nurse 
prac­ 
titioner. 
“ By 
all 
means,” 
Miss Kinlein says. 
Miss Kinlein gives a per- 
s p e c t i v e of the person’s 
health state. She will assist 
the 
person 
with 
anything 
prescribed for him. She also 
makes recommendations and 
gives 
treatments 
that 
are 
within the scope of the nur­ 
ses’ normal duties. 
When medical treatment is 
i n d i c a t e d she refers her 
clients to a doctor.

cited activity accelerates the 
flow of blood through the ar­ 
teries, carrying the v* nom to 
the heart,” he warned. 
“ Do not rush off to the hos­ 
pital. Call the emergency am­ 
bulance and let help come to 
you,” he advised. 
Dr. Domm said that it the 
accident occurs while on a 
camping trip or in a situation 
where it will take some time 
for help to arrive, place a 
toumqieut just above the bite. 
Make two lateral cuts above 
the bite and suck the venom 
out. 
People who live in hilly 
areas should be particularly 
cautious. Danger from rattles­ 
nakes is at its height during 
the warm, dry months of the 
year when snakes come into 
populated areas for water. 
“ If you see a snake in your 
yard that you suspect is poi­ 
sonous, call the fire depart­ 
ment,” Dr. Domm said.

per cent non-resident fee. 
The City Council initiated 
the action and this week ap­ 
proved the increase from 10 
per cent to 25 per cent for 
non-residents participating in 
any of the city’s special inter­ 
est activities. 
Jim Higginbotham, director 
of parks and recreation, rec­ 
ommended that the council 
raise the fee only to 15 per 
cent. He said he was afraid 
25 per cent might be too high. 
The parks and recreation 
commission had looked at the 
council’s recommendation of 
25 per cent and felt it might 
be tried for six months to see 
if non-resident 
participation 
would fail off. 
Norm Weisenburger of the 
recreation staff reported that 
273 non-residents from as tar 
away as Diamond Bar par­ 
ticipated in special activities 
sponsored by the city. Four 
hundred and *ix Claremont 
residents participated. A simi­ 
lar turnout is expected this i 
summer and this fall. 
Weisenburger said the extra 
10 per cent had netted the 
city $317.02 during 
1970-71, 
and $338.30 during 10 months 
of 1971-72. 
Weisenburger said, “1 be­ 
lieve a 25 per cent fee may 
be excessive for youth acti­ 
vities and 
keep playmates 
who are separated only by a 
city boundary from joining in 
the same activities. 
“I believe that adults will 
pay the going rate if they 
want the program. 
“It is necessary to state the 
purpose of the new fee to en­ 
courage outsiders’ participa- 
tion to join activities in their 
cities, to make a profit to 
support the city’s activities, 
and to establish a privilege 
for living in C'aremont,' Wei­ 
senburger said.

He said it was possible un­ 
der FIDE’s rules to have the 
first of the 24 games post­ 
poned until Tuesday if Fis­ 
cher wanted it. However, oth­ 
er sources said Fischer could 
be disqualified if he does not 
show up for the first game. 
These sources said the tem­ 
peramental 
Fischer 
risked 
permanent disqualification if 
he was not on a plane Satur­ 
day night. 
As a member of the Church 
of God, a 
Protestant sect 
which observes the Sabbath 
on Saturday, Fischer, 29, pre­ 
fers not to fly until sundown 
Saturday. That would leave a 
9:30 p.m. EDT Icelandic Air­ 
lines flight out of Kennedy In­ 
ternational 
Airport 
as 
the 
only direct connection. 
Fischer was in hiding Sat­ 
urday and his lawyer, Paul 
G. Marshall, would say only, 
“ I expect Bobby Fischer to 
do the proper thing for Bobby 
Fischer.” 
But a longtime friend and 
f e l l o w international grand 
master, the Rev. William J. 
Lombardy, who talked to Fi­

Economists Foresee Boom Era; 
Citizens See Only Hard Times

United States’ economy 
is 
heading for good times as it 
approaches the second half of 
the year, according to ban­ 
kers, corporation officials and 
economists, 
the 
men 
who 
should know. 
Blue collar workers, house­ 
wives and some small busi­ 
nessmen are pessimistic, a 
n a t i o n w i d e UPI survey 
showed. 
“ I think we’re heading for a 
boom,” said Dr. William C. 
Freund, vice president and 
economist of the New York 
Stock Exchange. “ All signals 
are ‘go’.” 
A. W. Clausen, president of 
Bank of America, the world’s 
largest, said 1972 and 
’73 
should be “ very good years” 
which will “ set the stage for 
long term economic advances 
without the runaway inflation 
that has plagued us for the 
last six years.’’ 
Bache & Co., New York, 
second largest brokerage in 
the United States, predicted 
the Dow Jones industrial av­ 
erage w'ould hit record highs 
in the second half. 
Edwin H. Gott. chairman of 
U. S. Steel Corp., expects his 
company’s volume to be more 
than 10 per cent greater than 
in 1971. 


It was a different outlook 
when little people were ques­ 
tioned. 
“ I honestly find the econo­ 
my a little frightening,” said 
K a t h r y n Terwilliger, Pit­ 
tsburgh housewife. “ I don’t 
think unemployment is eas­ 
ing, and inflation is getting 
worse.”

than

the 
freeze,” said Trov Bosley, 36. 
Detroit, who hooks up “ rag 
joint” connections at the Pon­ 
tiac plant. Bosley thinks “ ev­ 
erything should be held down 
until the country gets back on 
its feet.” 
* More Business, Less Money* 
" I haven’t seen much im­ 
provement.” said Mrs. Plec­ 
tra Miller, Miami, mother of 
four. 
“ I really think it would be 
difficult if we didn’t have two 
incomes,” said Donna Demps­ 
ter. secretary at H. J. Heinz 
Co., Pittsburgh. 
“ I’m doing more business 
and 
making 
less 
money,” 
said Abraham Bohn, owner of 
the Bean Hill Pharmacy, Ash­ 
burton Place. Boston. Joseph 
Digangi, who runs the D B 
Snack Bar, Dallas, agreed. 
Mike Fruchter, co-owner of 
the Moulin Rouge Hotel on 
Miami Beach, was more opti­ 
mistic. “ If a trade agreement 
is reached with Russia.

the stock market going up to 
1,000 or even 1,200.” 
While some of the economic 
indicators have serious impli­ 
cations, most economic sign­ 
posts point toward rosier days.

Howell is optimistic overall.

Luther 
then suggested that I join his 
company, playing Lazar Wolf 
at night and Tevye at the two 
weekly matinees, giving Ad­ 
ler’s voice a rest.

So, in August, I joined the 


company in Seattle and began 
a tour of three and a half 
years’ duration.

many people from my college 
days at Ohio State, Luther 
caught a cold, and I played 
out the week there.

I got the bittersweet news 
that while I would play Tevye

Theodore Bikel w as it. I went 
back to playing Lazar Wolf 
and filling in as Tevye on Bi- 
kel’s nights off. 
After six months, it really 
did happen! I was the Tevye 
as the tour continued after 
Las Vega». 
We played

dates, ending in Philadelphia 
at Christmas, 1969, where we 
learned 
that

company 
would be disbanded the fol­ 
lowing Jan. 17 and that 1 was 
to succeed Harry Go? as the 
Broadway Tevye on Jan. 19. 
I 
headed 
the 
Broadway 
company for two years and 
was there when “ Fiddler” be­ 
came the

champion, displacing “ Hello, 
Dolly!" 
T h e n , producer Harold 
Prince decided to go for the 
“ Life with Father” record, 
ttnd he felt that a new Tevye 
was needed to spark interest

and I said a tearful farewell 
to Tevye and the company. 
But I was invited back this 
spring. Peerce had concert 
commitments that could not 
be postponed.

which were rolled over the 
surface of clay. 
The history of printing be­ 
gan with the invention of pa­ 
per in China in the second 
century, A.D. It was this in­ 
vention that broke the Egyp­ 
tian papyrus monopoly. 
Printing from seals and sig­ 
net rings was used to gua­ 
rantee documents in medieval 
Eruope. A little later, wood- 
block printing was introduced 
for both pictures and texts. 
Printing with movable type 
was invented in Korea in the 
12th or 13th century and was 
known 
in 
both 
Japan 
an 
China at an early date. 
Tracing the history' of mod­ 
em printing, the PRS has se­ 
lected both Eastern and West­ 
ern m aterial, much of it little 
known to modem students of 
the graphic arts. 
The earliest 
examples 
of 
European printing are 
still 
the best. The typography was 
set by m aster craftsmen who 
achieved an unexcelled picto­ 
rial effect. Old printed leaves, 
when matted and framed, are 
as 
attractive 
as 
pictures. 
Most examples have w-ood- 
block illustrations, many of 
them hand-colored or brigh­ 
tened by the use of stencil. 
Included is an original leaf 
from the Gutenberg Bible. 
This exhibit may be seen

30.

Computer seierice has reve­ 
aled in real estate, as in oth­ 
er industries, that there are 
better ways ct arriving at a 
decision, said Roger S. Whee­ 
ler, president of the Pomona 
Valley Board of Realtors. 


The basic factors have not 
changed: is it good design, 
close to a trade area, and 
have the proper rental level 
for potential tenants’ income? 
Is Tand cost in proportion, fi­ 
nancing attractive, and build­ 
ing construction sound? What 
about competition, population 
trends and prospective zoning 
changes? 
“Compiling these and other 
facts that a propsective own­ 
er of an apartm ent should 


know to make a sound deci­ 
sion has become the service 
of companies formed just for 
t h a t 
purpose,” 
he 
noted. 
“Such 
real estate 
research 
c o m p a n i e s perforin their 
sendee most often for invest­ 
ments in the millions. 
“ Because so much is riding 
on 
the 
decision, 
investors 
want if based on all the facts 
possible. Research com puter 
lend themselves to masses of 
data gleaned from a variety 
of sources. 
The smaller investor can do 
the same thing, but with less 
sophisticated 
tools, 
said 
Wheeler. Census data alone 
can yield facts about popula­ 
tion 
growth, 
income levels, 
hou-ing types in the neighbor­ 
hood, average value of own­ 
er-occupied dwellings; aver­ 
age rentals. City maps show 
the location of schools and 
planned new schools. A sur­ 


vey from an auro window will

churches, shopping areas and 
recreation spots. 


“ Out of this jumble of infor­ 
mation, it is useful to do a 
market analysis,” he noted. 
“And when it is completed 
and 
studied,

buy disappears. The decision 
becomes a m atter of business 
sense, of matching cost to po­ 
tential.” 
None of this is to say that a 
m a r k e t analysis eliminates 
risk, said Wheeler. “We all

. vestment Is a rare commod­ 
ity, indeed. Rather, it points 
out the risk and isolates it so 
the 
investor can 
take 
the 
proper safeguards to protect 
the money he has put into the 
property and the income he 
can rea-rhably expect to re­

involved 
It is a tribute to the basic 
value 
of

m any owners of apartm ent 
buildings saw the advertise- 
menr, saw the building, saw 
the opportunity, and bought, 
successfully, he said. “As our 
population increases, becomes 
more urban and more com­ 
plex, however, that route will 
be less used.”

What Psychiatrists 
Say About 
Women's Liberation

W 


hether you agree with the feminists or 
not, the subject of Women’s Lib has 
become an im portant part of the con­ 
sciousness of the 1970’s. It’s been discussed, eval­ 
uated, argued about and rehashed on television 
and radio, in magazines, newspapers and books. 
The subject has become so emotionally charged 
that many hostesses have made it a conversation- 


Dr. Ruth Moulton, 
Psychoanalyst and former Director of Training at 
the William Alanson White Institute in New York: 


“W omen’s Lib has helped a lot of frightened, 
submissive women to articulate their inner anger 
and frustration over being homebodies. 
“ Although the movement has been very ex­ 
citing and very meaningful for a lot of women, 
it has also aroused an enormous amount of re­ 
pressed anger, some of which is misdirected— 
and undirected-and can do a great deal of harm. 
“A great many American women believed, us 
Dr. Spock did, that if a woman concentrated all 
her efforts on raising a child, she could produce 
a genius. Now W omen’s Lib comes along and 
tells her that she missed a wider world, and it 
provides a means by which she can vent her bit­ 
terness. In a lot of cases it is backfiring. 
“Women are using this whole housekeeping 
and cleaning business as a weapon to put men 
down. Both sexes have devastating weapons that 
they can use against each other, both utilizing 
revenge. I don’t think this works well in resolv­ 
ing human conflicts. My method, as a mother 
who worked, first at home and then outside, was 
to achieve emancipation by quietly doing a good 
job, seeing that my home ran right, getting ade­ 
quate and loving help for my children and then 
doing my thing.’ I have seen women throw down 
the gauntlet and say, ’I’m through with the 
kitchen—you do the shopping ’ You can’t change 
a man or a culture that way or that fast. 


al no-no, along with politics and the weather. 
But what has it really done to our individual 
thinking and our relationships with each other? 
How deeply has it affected the average man and 
woman, and, most importantly, the average 
American family and marriage? F a m i l y W e e k l y 
went to the experts—professional psychiatrists 
—for some opinions. Here’s what they told us. 


Dr. Ruth Moulton: 


“One of the awful things about W omen’s Lib 
is that it is saying, untruly, that men and women 
are basically alike except for their reproductive 
organs. Men and women can be different and 
make equal contributions to society. 1 think the 
physical differences between men and women 
are more diverse than those between blacks and 
whites. I say that because the Lib movement likes 
to equate itself with the black struggle. The 
sexes are different. There are few women who 
can dig ditches. Why should they even want to?*

Dr. Alexandra Symonds, 


Assistant Clinical Professor of Psychiatry, New 
York University School of Medicine: 


“I think a wom an’s ability to change her role 
in life is a m atter of individual personality. The 
options have always been there for women who 
are emotionally and psychologically equipped 
to take advantage of them. Women’s Lib does 
not speak to or for these women. Many women 
have accomplished extraordinary things with or 
without the sanctions of society because they 
have strong personalities. What Women's Lib 
has done is provide a framework, or a language, 
if you will, for those women unable to articulate 
their frustrations. The leaders of the movement 
are articulate, educated women who are able to 
conceptualize the case for women who are not 
very verbal. But they do these women a great 
disservice when they go overboard. 
“ Different kinds of women need different 
kinds of help. Highly educated women who are 
trying to get into the professions need one kind 
of help. The working woman stuck with no 
money needs another kind. Women's Lib lumps 
all of them together as if they were all the •'ame 


Dr. Miltiades L. Zaphiropoulos, 


Practicing Psychiatrist: 


“Women who truly want to stay home and 
take care of their families are being angered and 
threatened by feminist thinking. They are being 
told that they are being enslaved by men, or sub­ 
mitting to male demands, and they don t like it. 
“To be equal does not mean you are the same. 
Differences tend to frighten people. It people 
can accept differences in others and still accept 
them as human beings, they are mature. 
“On another level, I feel that the movement is 
causing a lot of confusion among younger 
women, who are being misguided as to what a 
women should do for herself and what a man 
should offer to do for her. While it may ha'e 
awakened a sense of female rights, it has a.so 
given men a chance to distort this new concept 
of equality to get out of lifting a finger. The 
m an’s excuse will he that he doesn’t want to take 
anything away from her emancipation.

Dr. John L. Schimel, 
Psychoanalyst and Associate Director of the Wil­ 
liam Alanson White Institute: 


“ Women's Lib has raised the level of consci­ 
ousness lor the average American woman. What 
the movement has done is to focus and provide 
a language for many long-standing problems. 
Many women resent their husbands. Many peo­ 
ple, both men and women, are too immature 
to carry off such an adult relationship as mar­ 
riage, and Women's Lib implants in some women 
the attitude that marital failings can be blamed 
on the husband. However, this illusion that you 
are right and the fault is in someone else comes 
very close to mental illness. Lm not saying ad­ 
vocates of Women’s Lib are mentally ill, just 
that there is a definite paranoia that runs through 
some of the thinking. Lib has given society a 
shove in the right direction in some areas— 
equality of employment and pay, liberalization 
of abortion laws, etc. 
“The fact that men are afraid of women is not 
news. I he battle of the sexes has been going on 
forever. Women's Lib has no relevance for the 
lower class or for the upper class-it is simply 
stirring up the middle class. What frightens many 
women even more so than men is the acceptance 
— indeed the promotion-of lesbianism in the 
movement. I think this part of the Lib concept 
is calculated to frighten and shock.” 


Dr. Natalie Shainess: 
‘Women’s Lib ...is definitely a 
worthwhile movement. How­ 
ever, I don’t see eye-to-eye 
with the more 
militant 
positions.” * 


Dr. Natalie Shainess, 


Lecturer in Psychiatry, Columbia College of Phy­ 
sicians and Surgeons: 


‘‘Women’s Lib has provided a voice for women 
for the first time. It has given women a new 
kind of bravery. One excellent example of this 
is the liberalization of some abortion laws. This 
would never have come about without this voice. 
In government and with regard to certain 
women’s positions in industry, I think Women’s 
Lib has definitely been responsible for an im­ 
provement. It is definitely a worthwhile move­ 
ment. However, I don’t see eyc-to-eye with the 
more militant positions. 
‘‘I don’t doubt women’s need for help, but I 
do not believe that very small children can get 
along without the consistent loving care of a 
mother. If mother doesn’t care, she should not 
have children. Unless we want our entire social 
quality to deteriorate, we must have mothers 
with very small children. 
“ I also believe that Women’s Lib is doing men 
a great service. When relations are more honest 
and lair between the sexes, everyone benefits.” 


Dr. John Briggs, 
Practicing Psychoanalyst: 


‘‘Since World W ar II, women have had real 
options between work and family. It only helps 
to perpetuate the myth of female oppression to 
say that they haven’t had these options. True, 
certain areas have to be improved in employ­ 
ment, but it’s beginning to happen, and Women’s 
Lib can take some of the credit. Where I part 
company with Lib thinking is with this whole 
‘blame syndrome,’ which I see as an exercise in 
futility. I believe that a woman with real under­ 
standing of herself takes a dim view of the blame 
factor and feels that it is irrelevant. It is similar 
to the person who says all his problems were 
caused by his parents, complaining that 'my 
mother didn’t love me.’ 
“ Men are frightened by Women’s Lib. Any 
change in the family structure threatens both 
men and women. No man is going to change by 
being beat over the head with blame. 1 think a 
man will change if he is persuaded intelligently 
that there is something that his wife wants to do 
that will make her a more fulfilled person No 
one will change his thinking and behavior if he 
is approached with hostility. 
‘‘This idea that a man’s world is such a won­ 
derful place is what we call in psychiatry an 
overcorrection. Any woman who has given some 
thought to this will recognize it is a myth.” 


Dr. Rollo May, 


Psychoanalyst and Author of "Love and Will”: 


' 1 he struggle to prove one’s identity is obvi­ 
ously a central human motive in women as well 
a' in men, as Betty Friedan in *T he Feminine 
Mystique made clear. This has helped spawn 
the idea of equality of the sexes and the inter­ 
changeability of the sexual roles. This equality is 
clung to at the price of denying not only bio­ 
logical differences, which are basic to say the 
least, between men and women, but emotional 
differences, from which comes much of the de­ 
light in the sexual act. 


I he self-contradiction here is that the com­ 
pulsive need to prove you are identical with your 
partner means that you repress your own unique 
sensibilities, and this is exactly what undermines 
your own sense of identity. This contradiction 
contributes to the tendency in our society for us 
to become machines even in bed.”

Roughly 20 percent of the 
fishermen catch 80 percent ot the 
fish. In some areas, the catch/no­ 
catch ratio is even more lopsided. 
Luck? No, say the experts, it’s 


know-how. 
Yet anyone can join anglings 
“lucky” 20 percent with practice, 
patience and familiarization. 
Tip No. 1: Practice fishing. Many 
“unlucky” family anglers wet a line 
only once or twice a year — usually, 
during their annual vacation. 
The good fisherman will practice- 
fish two or three hours for several 
weekends before his do-or-die vaca­ 
tion try. If you’re a spin-reel or fly- 
rod angler, get your casting arm in 
shape by casting local lakes, a swim­ 
ming pool, park pond-or even “dry 
casting” in your own backyard. 
Tip No. 2: Study the waters you 
plan to fish. In lakes, the hot fishing 
spots are usually close to shore in 
relatively shallow water. Inspect the 
shoreline. 
Look 
for 
logs, 
weed 
patches, overhanging banks - and 
especially where streams or brooks 
empty into the lake. Fish these hot 
spots. Ignore the others. 
If stream fishing, look for quiet 
w ater im m ediately d o w n stre a m 
from rocks, fallen trees, land pro­ 
jections and sandbars. Fish often 
rest out of the swift current in these 
quict-water places. Given the choice 
between a sunlit quiet pool and a 
shaded one. pick the shaded - espe­ 
cially on hot summer days. 
Surf-fishing a coastline demands 
the same kind of careful inspection. 
This time you’re on the lookout for 
close offshore weed or kelp beds 
(natural fish-feeding grounds), shel­ 
tered coves or bays, and relatively 
calm water in the lee of rocks and 
shoreline spits. 
lip No. 3: “ Ihink” like a fish. 
"Fish, ’ grins an expert, “are no 
great shakes on brains Yet they out­ 
wit some otherwise brainy anglers.

Think like a fish” and you’ll un- 
derstand why fish ( I ) prefer one bait 
to another (the closer its resem­ 


blance to natural food, the surer a 
bait’s appeal); (2) feed voraciously 
only at certain hours (when natural 
food -including insects-is most ac­ 
tive and available); and (3) are 
finicky about water temperature. 
Tip N o. 4: Start with the right 
bait. Ask locally what the fish are 
biting on. Better: Mosey over to 
where a “lucky” angler is cleaning 
his catch. N ote the contents of the 
fish’s stomach. If the fish he caught 
took worms, minnows or other stan­ 
dard live baits, buy and use them. 
If the stomach shows insects, select 
a look-alike artificial lure. 
1 ip No. 5: Test the water’s tem-

perature. Y our granddad might have 
scoffed at the idea of dropping a ther­ 
mom eter into a likely fishing spot to 
test water temperature. Today's ex­ 
perts d on’t scoff - they temperature 
test. And especially w hen fishing un­ 
familiar waters. Science has found 
there’s a specific average tempera­ 
ture that various species prefer and 
a wider range each can tolerate 
without losing their appetites. Given 
the right habitat (your “hot spot” ) 
and the right temperature at the 
depth you intend fishing, there’ll be 
fish.

erry Como is alive and living in 
Florida. Unfortunately, he is not too 
well. At least, not at the moment. 
When Perry gave up his regular TV 
series more than five years ago, he dropped 
out of sight almost completely. Every once 
in a while he’d make a brief appearance on 
television (as he intended to do last year, 
when I hoped to see him at the N BC studio 
in Burbank but didn’t—because Perry suf­ 
fered an accident on the set which crushed 
his knee); but generally he has been out 
of the public eye, living in his home near 
Palm Beach. 
Rumors have been that the studio acci­ 
dent was the final blow for Perry. How 
badly was he hurt? Is his professional life 
over? Just how does he keep busy these 
days, and what are his plans for the future? 
To get the answers to these and other 
questions, I phoned Perry while I was visit­ 
ing Disney World at Orlando, Fla., and 
asked if I could stop by for a visit. “ Sure,” 
he agreed. “ I’d like to come up and get 
you, but it’s too painful for me to drive. 
Mind driving down here on your own?” I 
didn’t mind. 
I had to wait about two minutes after 
ringing the bell for Perry to open the door. 
The reason was obvious. “ I guess that’s the 
first time you’ve been welcomed by Iron­ 
side in Florida," he grinned, extending a 
hand. He was sitting in a wheelchair that, 
he quickly explained, he had learned to 
manipulate with only moderate success. I 
knew what he meant as we moved down 
the hallway into the living room: scratch 
marks along all the walls he’d sideswiped. 
It took considerable effort on his part to 
get from the wheelchair into a more com­ 
fortable lounging chair. He still wore a 
metal brace on his left leg. “The two worst 
parts of the day are getting up in the morn­ 
ing and going to bed at night,” he admit­ 
ted. "Putting this brace on isn’t my idea 
of fun. But it’s a lot better than the heavy 
plaster cast 1 wore for the first three 
months.” 


To strengthen the muscles of his leg, 
atrophied from months of inactivity, Perry 
works with weights every day. It’s the only 
exercise he gets right now. 
Although the confinement was driving 
Perry—who never had anything more seri­ 
ous than the flu-nearly out of his mind, 
he put up a good front. “ I’m supposed to be 
the most relaxed guy in the world. Don’t 
you believe it! I’m not now-I never was. 
When I had my television show, I used to 
work seven days a week to make the show 
as good as possible. I felt I owed it to my­ 
self and the audience. I never relaxed. 
That was just part of the act.” 
When Perry retired from his TV show 
in 1966, he didn’t withdraw totally. He 
kept a music firm in New York. He also 
has some interest in an oil company. Peo­ 
ple tried to talk him into endorsing Perry 
Como Italian restaurants and Perry Como

button-down sweaters, but, said Perry, 
’ I hat wasn t my cup of tea. I like sticking 
to businesses 1 know. I hat’s show business 
and”—he gnnned-‘*barbering. But I’m not 
about to cut anybody’s hair anymore. 
(Perrys older fans may remember how 
he gave up barbermg for show business 
back in 1933, the same year he married 
Roselle Beilinc.J 
"I was too young to vegetate when I 
came to Florida." he told rae. "What 1 
wanted to do was a couple of specials a 
year, a guest spot here and there, a few 
records and a nightclub act. The rest of the 
time I wanted off lor golfing, fishing visit­ 
ing my children and grandchildren. 1 was 
never much interested in social life. Rose 
has been, is, and will always be my best 


company.” He tried to keep busy with a 
few “cookouts” and hobbies like photog­ 
raphy. "But I could do it only for one 
week, and then had to put it away* I’m not 
much for reading either. However,” he 
added, grinning ruefully, “if my leg doesn’t 
get better soon, I may try knitting next!” 
When he opened at Hilton’s Interna­ 
tional Hotel in Las Vegas last year for a 
three-week stand, it was his first nightclub 
appearance since he starred at the Copa- 
cabana in New York back in 1944. His 
reported $100,000-a-week earnings were 
$99,250 more than he had made at the 
Copa. "I wasn’t sure if I’d like working be­ 
fore a large live audience again, but I did. 
When you’ve been doing something for 30 
or 35 years, it makes you feel good to find 
you’re still accepted and welcomed when 
you’re 60.” 
Perry soon found out there is no such 
thing as “ semi-retirement” for an enter­ 
tainer. At least not on a voluntary basis. 
"When Sinatra retired, he retired for good. 
[Editor’s note: Even Sinatra is now con­ 
sidering a comeback.] I tried part-retire- 
ment, and it doesn’t work. Either you are 
in show business, or you are out of it. I am 
ready to go back to work. These past few 
years have convinced me that I want to 
get back into show business full time. That 
is, as soon as my knee is healed— 
“ But I can’t help wondering,” he told 
me. “ Assuming I do make a comeback, 
what will I do? And do I still have a 
following?’’ 
The first question is more difficult to 
answer than the second. “ I’d like to do 
another series, but not a variety show. A 
situation comedy. But the ones offered to 
me all have the same unexciting prem ise- 
playing a retired entertainer who lives in 
Florida!” 
As for his fans, Perry says he still gets 
almost as many letters as he did when his 
show was on NBC. Says Perry, “ It’s good 
to know that I haven’t been for- 
r a n 
gotten, that people still care ”

His grandfather, a Swiss 
merchant and owner of a Russian sil­ 
ver mine, first took a Japanese w ife- 
giving Yu) both Japanese and Chinese 
relatives. Later he wed a Mongolian 
woman, and their son was the actor’s 


father. “I’m married to a Frenchwom­ 
an,” Yul adds, “and I also claim 
gypsy blood.” So now we know. 


Fancy food was never on target 
in the old Army, and things haven’t 
changed any menu-wise, according to 
a new U.S. Army study.
